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HEAR TALK ON 
NATURAL GAS 


Those who attended the luncheon 
of the Kiwanis Club on Tuesday even- 
ing heard a very interesting and en- 
lightening talk on natural gas, given 
by Mr. Payne, engineer, of Edmonton. 

The speaker briefly reviewed the 
history of natural gas, from the time 
of its discovery by a German scien- 
tist, to the present time. There are 


many forms of gas, but only two— 
natural and artificial—used commer- 
cially. It is known as nature's ideal 


fuel, while another author defines it 
as “Every satisfaction.” 

In Russia it has been used in the 
temples for worship; in China it was 
used for lighting and heating and 
three centuries later it was used in 
the making of pottery; in the nine- 
teenth century it was discovered in 
Pittsburg, while drilling for salt 
water; two years later it was found 
in New York and piped as fuel for 
different industries. During the past 
ten years there have been great 
strides in the production and trans- 
mission of gas, 

Referring to local conditions, Mr. 
Payne thought Wetaskiwin would be 
much better off, if the people had not 
been so curious when gas was first 
struck, and had not drilled the deep 
wells. Gas should never be wasted, 
‘as it-cku never be replaced, and the 
price should be sufficiently high so 
that the people would conserve, it. 
There are over twice the heat units 
in natural gas as there are in arti- 
ficial gas. The use of coal and gas 
in the home was then compared, 
both as to comfort and cleanliness. 
The cost of installing gas heaters 
was considerable, but it would be only 
a short time before all the towns 
would be burning gas in the homes, 
Nothing could be done in Wetaski- 
win to make the city more livable 
than the use of gas in the homes. 

There are two theories as to the 
origin of natural gas, namely, (1) 
the result of vegetable decomposi- 
tion, and (2) the result of volcanic 
eruptions, Gas, once used, is gone 
forever. It does not exist in pools, 


“but in-volds’in“sand~and*sandstones; 


under great pressure. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Payne 
expressed the opinion that a volume 
of two and one-half million cubic feet 
would be sufficient to supply all We- 
taskiwin with natural gas, which 
would be an average annual consump- 
tion of 180,000 feet per family. It 
would be economy for the citizens 
to pay 75c for gas and burn $4.00 coal 
at the power house. Another great 
advantage was that if Wetaskiwin 
was a “gas town” industries would 


HITS AT DAIRYMEN 


Edmonton, Feb. 26.—Creameries in 
Edmonton will suffer a considerable 
reduction in their volume of business 
if the proposed curtailment of the 
train service on the Hardisty line is 
brought into effect. This branch taps 
a part of the province which is one 
of the most important sources of the 
cream which is shipped into Edmon- 
ton plants, and a reduction of the ser- 
vice from a daily to a tri-weekly basis 
would mean that a great deal of this 
cream would not come into the city. 

Officials of the various butter 
manufacturing plants in Edmonton 
are unanimous in their statements 
that the curtailment of the service on 
this line would be reflected in a 
marked drop in cream receipts from 
this area, as former dairymen who at 
present are shipping their fresh cream 
direct to the Edmonton market 
would, under the prposed tri-weekly 
schedule, deliver the cream to the 
local creameries at Lougheed, Kil- 
lam, Strome, Daysland, Bawlf and oth- 
er places between Hardisty and We- 
taskiwin. Farmers adjacent to the 
smaller towns where there is no 
creamery would be at a particular dis- 
advantage. 

In addition to picking up the cream 
cans at the stations along the branch 
line, this train, it is pointed out, 
brings in a great deal of cream from 
Wetaskiwin, Millet and Leduc, and 
the reduction in receipts from these 
latter districts alone would mean a 
large reduction in the volume of 
cream reaching Edmonton plants. 

The effect of the train service on 
cream shipments at the present time, 
however, is not as serious as would 
have been the case some time ago, 
as since the first of the year, when 
the dairy pool began accepting deliv- 
eries, much of the cream is sent di- 
rectly to the branch creameries of 
the manufacturing companies allied 
with the pool. This factor has reduc- 
ed the volume of cream coming into 
the city for manufacture.

THRESHING ACCOUNT 
IS SETTLED IN COURT 


At a special sittings of the district 
court held by His Honor Judge Lees 
at Wetaskiwin, on Wednesday and 
Thursday the 24th and 25th inst., the 
case of Mons Dyberg vs George Tel- 
ford was heard. This was an action 
by Mons Dyberg claiming the balance 
owing on a Dill for threshing Tel- 
ford’s crop last fall, amounting to 
$436.69. Telford counterclaimed for 
$600.00 alleged damages suffered on 
account of negligent threshing, claim- 
ing that a large amount of the wheat 
went over into the straw piles, The 
plaintiff replied to the effect that his 
job was a reasonably good one in 
view of the bad weather conditions 
prevailing up to and including the 
time of the threshing and also the 
condition of the grain. His Honor al- 
lowed the claim for the threshing bill 
with costs, and dismissed the counter- 
claim with costs. W. H. Odell acted 
for the plaintiff and R. W. Manley 
for the defendant. 


GARDINER PREMIER 
OF SASKATCHEWAN 


Regina, Feb. 27.—J. G. Gardiner is 
premier of Saskatchewan, The min- 
ister of highways and minister in 
charge of the bureau of labor and in- 
dustries was the unanimous choice as 
successor to C. A. Dunning at a meet- 
ing of 1,200 Liberals in the city hall 
last night. 

The meeting was made up of sixty 
members of the legislature or candi- 
dates at the June elections, as well as 
the presidents, vice president and sec- 
retaries of the constituency Liberal 
associations throughout the province. 
Many were unable to gain admission 
to the auditorium. 


RESOURCES BILL 
DRAFT NOW READY 


Sdmonton, Mar. 1—O, M. Biggar, 
counsel for the dominion government 
left last week on his return to Ot- 
tawa after a few days in Edmonton 
in consultation with the provincial 
government authorities on the natur- 
al resources question. He took with 
him a complete draft of the bill to 
be introduced in both the federal and 
local houses giving effect to the re- 
sources agreement. 

The difficulties that had arisen in 
connection with the wording of the 
bill were successfully straightened out 
and the draft as it now stands is un- 
derstood to be as nearly what both 
governments want as it is possible 
to make it. Mr. Biggar will submit it 
to Hon. Mackenzie King when he gets 
back to Ottawa, and if it is then ap- 
proved by the cabinet it will go in 
that form to the government. 

Precisely the same form will be 
followed in the bill in the Alberta 
legislature as in that at Ottawa, and 
in both cases, when passed, it will 
be followed by a petition to the im- 
perial parliament, asking for the for- 
mal transfer of the public domain to 
Alberta.

DEMANDS RIGHT TO 
- SELECT TERMINAL 


Winnipeg, Feb. 27.—There is agit- 
ated comment on the grain exchange 
over the determination of the western 
cooperative organizations to request 
that parliament amend that clause of 
the grain act that denies owners the 
right to say what terminal their ship- 
ments may be consigned to. 

Under. the newly formed. grain. act 
the country elevator receiving such 
grain selects the terminal regardless 
of the views of the producers. This 
is due to the fact that most elevators 
are owned by large line companies 
which also own or control elevators 
at the terminals. 

An influential delegation is to be 
sent to Ottawa by the pool and allied 
interests to see that this amendment 
becomes a part of the act. This was 
originally recommended by the royal 
commission which framed the new 
act but was eliminated at the urge 
of line elevator interests. 


MOTOR TRAFFIC 
ACT IS CHANGED 


Edmonton, Mar, 1—Amendments to 
the Vehicles and Highway Traffic 
Act of 1924 are contained in a Dill 
brought into the legislature Monday 
morning. 

The gist of the amendments follow: 

Make it clear that a mechanic or 
person driving a service car is not to 
be compelled to take out a chauffeur’s 
license. 

Establish the principle that number 
plates shallefollow the car when it is 
sold, 

Prevent the issuance of a license 
to any person against whom damages 
have been awarded for negligent driv- 
ing who has not satisfied the judg- 
ment, 

Permit dealers using cars which 
they keep for sale in any way other 
than for hire. 

Make it obligatory for drivers to 
dim their headlights when approach 
ing within 200 feet of another car, 
but excepts motorcycles from this 
rule, 

Establish a province wide rule 
that the right of way at crossings 
belongs to the person on tke right 
hand, 

Provide that drivers of cars must 
stop when signalled by a police of- 
ficer,

TUBERCULOSIS SERUM 
IS CLAIMED A SUCCESS 


Paris, Feb. 25.—A new serum that 
would save the lives of thousands of 
infants who now die of tuberculosis 
has been successfully developed, ac- 
cording to Dr. Albert Calmette, direc- 
tor of the Pasteur Institute in Paris. 
Dr. Calmette announced the perfec- 
tion of the serum before the Academie 
de Medicine ae He called it

During five years of Pinte rt 
Dr. Calmette and his associates treat- 
ed 5,500 children in France, Belgium, 
Indo-China and Senegal. Before the 
treatment the infant mortality from 
tuberculosis varied from 25 to 32 per 
cent. The serum treatment reduced 
the mortality to seven-tenths of one 
per cent, Dr. Calmette said. The 
serum {sg swallowed and gives protec. 
tion for from 12 to 18 months. The 
French government intends to use it 
widely. 


BEER PETITIONS

Edmonton, Feb. 27.—An unexpect- 
ed development in the Liquor Con- 
trol Act situation is arising through 
the flooding into the house of .umer- 
ous petitions urging members of the 
legislature to amend the act so as 
to permit the sale and taking away of 
bottled beer from licensed RTREED 
at country points. 

The petitions are uniform in word- 
ing, stating that there is a great de- 
mand for this convenience in the 
country where farmers cannot have 
beer sent to them on telephone or- 
ders as in the city.

‘MORE CNR: BRANCH 
LINES FOR ALBERTA 


Ottawa, Mar. 1—A report in great- 
er detail of the work on Canadian Na- 
tional branch lines throughout Can- 
ada was tabled in the house Friday by 
Hon. James Robb, minister of finance 
and acting minister of railways and 
canals, 

Three of the branches in Alberta, 
according to the statement, will be 
practically begun and completed this 
year, They are: Eyro, Sask., to Aca- 
dia Valley, Alberta, authorized out- 
lay, $462,000, of which $461,999 will 
be spent in 1926; Rosedale, 39 miles, 
authorized outlay, $915,000 of which 
all will be spent this year; St. Paul 
southwesterly, authorized outlay be- 
ing $525,000, of which $514,000 will 
be spent this year, 


NEW BOND ISSUE 
NOW ON MARKET 


The new Dominion of Canda $45,000 
000 issue of 44%4 per cent bonds, due 
February 1, 1946, is being offered at 
once by a strong Canadian — syndi- 
cate composed of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, the Royal Bank of Canada, the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, Wood, 
Gundy & Company Limited, Dominion 
Securities Corporation Limited, A. I. 
Ames & Company, Limited, and Na- 
tional City Company, Limited. The 
new issue is considered to be attrac- 
tive, being offered at 97 and interest, 
yelding an interest return of 4.73 per 
cent, 

The details of the bonds are simi- 
lar to previous Victory Loan and Re- 
funding Loan issues, in that interest 
ig payable at any branch in Canada 
of any chartered bank. It is under- 
stood that the present financing com- 
pletes the Dominion Government's re- 
quirements for the current year. 

The proceeds of the issue are to be 
used for refunding purposes and will 
be applied toward retiring $70,000,000 
of short term notes, and $25,000,000 
of Bonds, maturing April 1, Both is- 
sues were payable in United States 
funds and the new issue is another 
step toward meeting the financial re- 
quirements of the government by bor- 
rowing at home rather than abroad. 
In the present case, the interest cou- 
pons on the new bonds will be pay- 
able only in Canda, whereas the notes 
and bonds being refunded were pay- 
able in United States funds, 

The bonds run for a longer term 
than any other direct Dominion bond 
available on the market. Dealers

TEACHER WINS ACTION 
AGAINST SCHOOL DIST. 


Pincher Creek, Feb, 27,—Of inter: 
est to school boards throughout the 
province is the recent judgment by 
Judge Macdonald in the case of Miss 
Christopherson ys the ASUS School 
Board. 

In this action the plaintiff sued the 
school district for $261.91 balance of 
salary for one year. The plaintiff 
also claimed that she had not been 
given 80 days notice in writing, of 
termination of agreement, as provided 
for by her contract with the district; 
and also claimed for a declaration 
that the judgment for the amount of 
wages agreement was still in force; 
and for a judgment for the amount of 
wages‘ due which she would be en- 
titled to under the agreement after 
the end of the school year until the 
trial of the action. In the alternative, 
$400 damages. 

As set out in the statement of 
claim, the claims were as follows: 1. 
Judgment for the sum of $291.91, bal- 
ance of salary for one year; 2, a de- 
claration that the said agreement is 
still in force, and that the plaintiff 
is entitled to her wages thereunder; 
3, judgment for the amount of wages 
due which the plaintiff is entitled un- 
der the said agreement after the end 
of the school year until the trial of 
the action; 4. in the alternative, that 
the defendant has broken and violat- 
ed the said agreement by wrongfully 
closing the said school and prevent- 
ing the plaintiff from teaching there- 
in, and by employing another teacher 
to teach in her place, whereby the 
plaintiff has suffered damages in tho 
sum of $400. 

Tho trial was held in Pincher Creelc 
on December 16 and at the conclusion 
of the trial Judge Macdonald delivered 
an oral judgment dismissing all the 
claims of the plaintiff excepting that 
he reserved judgment as to whether 
the plaintiff was entitled to her sal- 
ary for the month of January 1925, as 
the school had been closed by tho 
trustees without the authority of the 
minister of education. 

Judgment has now been given by 
Judge Macdonald in connection with 
the point reserved at the trial as to 
whother the plaintiff was entitled to 
January salary, and has found that 
sho is ontitled to this, and has given 
judgment accordingly with costs,

Coal Movement to Ontario 

Movement of 200,000 tons of Alber- 
ta coal to Ontario markets will be un- 
dertaken shortly under special ar- 
rangements between the federal gov- 
ernment and the governments of Al- 
berta and Ontario. The government 
of Alberta will bear one-third of the 
actual freight cost of the shipment 
over and above the $7 a ton rate. 


A New Record 
A new mild winter record for Al- 
berta was set up at Taber, in the vi- 
cinity of Lethbridge, when Geo. Be- 
dell, a farmer, seeded a five acre plot 
of alfalfa on February 8. 


Mildest Winter in 125 Years 

The Peace River district, 400 miles 
northwest of Edmonton, has exper- 
ienced the mildest winter known in 
125 years of records, according to J. 
A. McGregor, general manager of the 
K.D. and B.C, railway, who states 
that the ice on the Smoky River went 
out on December 9, and the ice in the 
Peace River went out on December 10. 
According to records this occurred 
once before, 125 years ago. In the 
southern part of the province, in the 
foothills, ranchers state that it has 
not been necessary. to feed a pound 
of hay to cattle, who have been able 
to feed off the range all winter. 
Some plowing has already been done 
on the land in certain southern dis- 
tricts, 


Theatre Attendance In Alberta 

An average of approximately 100,- 
000 admissions a week was the record 
of Alberta theatres for 1925, uccord- 
ing to the report of the provincial 
secretary in this respect. The total 
admissions for the year were 5,250, 
703. The total amusement tax col- 
lected was $193,831.14. The picture 
censor, Howard Douglas, reports that 
out of 5,013 reels of film censored, 
4,735 were passed without change. 8 
were rejected entirely. There were 
no appeals during the year. The to- 
tal number of pictures censored was 
1,587, of which as stated above, eight 
were rejected, 

Homestead Entries 

The number of homestead entries 
in the fdmonton land district for the 
first half of January total 65, an in- 
crease of 21 over the same month of 
last year, 

New Branch Line in the North 

A branch line of the B.D, & B.C.,, 
northwest of Edmonton is to be 
started the coming season, provided 
the legislature approves, according to 
an announcement made by Hon. V. W. 
Smith, minister of railways. The line 
is to run from a point on the B.D. & 
B.C. near Westlock, towards Fort 
Assiniboine, and 25 miles will be 
built this year.

BUTTER AND EGGS 


——— 


(By J. H. Hodson) 

By inference, it may be supposed 
that in the members of the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture the cream of 
agricultural wisdom resides. The use- 
fulness of this body, or the degree of 
its influence in matters agricultural 
is not well understood by the rank 
and file of farmers. 


The: council has been recently in 
session at Regina, and from the mea- 
gre press reports of its proceedings, 
which meagreness seems to indicate 
a lack of appreciation of the body's 
importance, if any, gives the impres- 
sion that Mr. Crerar is strictly on 
the job on behalf of the grain inter- 
ests, for whatever benefits the coun- 
cil may be able to confer. The wheat 
pools were represented to combat 
Crerar, on a question of whether or 
not an owner of grain could direct 
his grain to the terminal elevator 
he preferred in opposition to the Crer- 
ar idea that grain handled by‘a grain 
company should. be entirely at the 
mercy of his agent—the elevator com- 
pany. 

It is not quite apparent why the 
U.F.W.A. submits its convention re- 
solutions to the council, but they do. 
These women had the temerity to 
point out that the United States 
maintained a tariff of eight cents per 
dozen on eggs going into that country 
while Canada let their eggs in for 
three cents a dozen. This inequality 
of treatment seemed, to these inno- 
cent women, unfair to our hens. They 
went further and passed a resolution 
that recommended: that in the event 
of the United States refusing to re- 
duce their tariff to the level of ours, 
that our government should be asked 
to bring ours up to eight cents a 
dozen, 

This resolution was tabled, not dis- 
cussed as though it were an economic 
question to be dealt with as such, but 
frowned upon and laid aside as though 
it were a heresy, as possibly it was on 
the political prejudices of narrow 
minded men, 

It is to be hoped the Alberta wo- 
men have been forgiven! 


Other news items indicate that we 
are to have a few ounces of new tar- 
iff experience, which is truthfully said 
to be more enlightening than tons of 
theory, of which we have recently 
had much. 


As a result of our treaty with Aus- 
tralia three and three quarter mil- 
lion pounds of butter have been im- 
ported into Canada in three months. 
At this rate, twelve months importa- 
tions will more than equal the amount 
of all the butter made in Alberta in 
1920, not quite as much as made in 


1924; but close enough to that 
amount to be alarming. 
Much of our butter in’ the” past 


found a market in Vancouver—the 
port to which the Australian butter 
comes, 


It is quite evident that if we im- 
port great quantities of butter that 
we must find markets for much more. 
We must of necessity get rid of an 
inflated surplus, for we ourselves are 
an exporting butter country. 


In connection with the question of 
butter a question was asked in the 
Dominion house recently: 

Has the government received from 
the government of Australia any reply 
with regard to the payment of six 
cents per pound, by the stabilization 
committee of Australia, on butter ex- 
ported from that country? No reply 
has been received, was the answer. 
Significant, is it not? Looks like 
dumping, doesn't it? 

Can we get away with this inflated 
surplus without serious loss? It 
seems doubtful, for already the cards 
are being stacked against us 

In reply to demands made by Min- 
nesota congressmen, President Cool- 
idge, it is said, will raise the U.S. tar- 
iff fifty per cent against butter-- 
the Americans are not haif hearted 
about tariffs. The American farmer, 
unaccountable as il may seem to 
some, like the tariff after trying it 
for a while instead of talking about 
it, as we do. 

Nobody 2an tell just what a tariff 
will do until one js disturbed, either 
put on or taken off, when the effect 
is likely Lo surprise both proponents 
and opponents of the change. 

Any person who makes the state- 
ment that he knows what the effect 
of a new or even cf a disturbed tar- 
iff will bo, is either a fool or a poli- 
tician. 


MRS. McCLUNG ASKS 
FOR A PLEBISCITE 


Edmonton, Feb, 27—Urging the 
government to submit a plebiscite at 
the coming election to do away with 
the beer halls but leave the govern- 
ment controlled liquor stores, Mrs. 
Nellie McCung, Liberal (Edmonton), 
delivered an eloquent address in the 
house Thursday afternoon. Mrs, Mc- 
Clung said she did not feel this was 
the time to ask for a plebiscite on 
total prohibition, but urged the evils 
of the beer parlors upon the goyern- 
ment, declaring that eight out of 12 
local option votes had carried which 
was an indication of the temper of 
the people. 

The surplus announced by the goy- 
ernment left her speechless with 
pleasure, said Mrs, McClung, She ex- 
pressed the hope that it would be 
used to extend the scope of the Moth- 
ers’ Allowance act.

Mardi Gras celebrations at Que- 
bec started off along the lines that 
have made the Ancient Capital fa- 
mous throughout the continent. This 
year the activities were rendered 
even more interesting by the fact 
that the city is now at the height 
of its winter sports celebrations. 


The value of the wheat crop of 
Saskatchewan was $264,606,000 in 
1925, or substantially more than 
half of the total Dominion value, A 
total of 18,002,741 acres were seeded 
which yielded an average of 18.5 
bushels per acre, or a_ total of 
240,551,000 bushels. 


One of the most remarkable es- 
capes from sudden death was wit- 
nessed at Aylmer, Quebec, when a 
chauffeur attempted to beat the 
train to the Aylmer Road Crossing 
and reached the tracks the very 
same moment a train was passing. 
The taxi driver and his two passen- 
gers were thrown from the car and 
were unable to speak on account of 
the shock and fright. They were 
otherwise uninjured, 


David E, Brown, 71 years of age, 
and J, A. Fullerton, 81 years old, 
died at Vancouver, B.C. on the same 
day, February 10, They were two 
of the best known figures connected 
with the early history of Vancouver 
and the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Brown was the 
first agent appointed by the com- 
pany at Port Moody in 1886 while 
Fullerton served thirty years in 
Montreal with the old Allen Line, 
going to Vancouver in 1888. 


For the first time in the history 
of moving pictures, the Canadian 
timber wolf is to be filmed on his 
native heath. Frank Doudera, big. 
game hunter and trapper, and Jos- 
eph J. Sartori, both of Brooklyn 
passed through Montreal recently 
on their way to Fabre near the 
Kipawa River and Lake Temiscam- 
ing where they intend to hunt, trap 
and film the timber wolves which 
are the scourge of the game of that 
couniry.

That farmers are taking advantage 
in greatly increasing numbers of the 
farm help supply service offered by 
the Canadian National Railways, and 
that they are now getting their ap- 
plications in earlier, is the statement 
of Dan M. Johnson, western manager 
of the colonization and agricultural 
department of the system.

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FARMERS WARNED TO 
TEST GERMINATION 
OF THEIR SEED GRAIN 


It has come to the attention of the 
Alberta department of agriculture 
that a large percentage of grain in 
the province is displaying poor ger- 
mination qualities. It is most impor- 
tant that, before seeding commences, 
the farmers should have their seed 
thoroughly tested for germination. 
This can be done for a nominal fee 
by sending samples to the dominion 
seed branch office at Calgary. It is 
believed that there is plenty of good 
quality seed in the province to fill 
all demands, but it is important that 
farmers make certain of the quality 
of their seed before seeding. Those 
who have not made arrangements for 
seed who have not seed available may 
secure high quality seed through the 
provincial marketing plant at Edmon- 
ton,

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DRESSES MAY BE 
MADE OF GLASS 


London, Mar, 1—The age when 
women—and maybe men _ too—vwill 
live in glass cloths draws near, thinks 
J. C. Vredenburg. This because his 
Viennese friend, Dr. Fritz Pollak, has 
perfected “organic” glass, which has 
just about all the good points of min- 
eral glass and none of the bad ones. 
“Organic” glass bends readily, is per- 
fectly clear and transparent, and can 
be worked with many different kinds 
of tools. 


Men for years have been dreaming } 


of the invention of some such sub- 
stance. The invention, declares Vred- 
enburg, now is an accomplished fact. 

A flexible rod of “organic” glass, 
can be broken is bent too far, but 
the fractured surfaces are rough, not 
sharp and jagged. Hold it in a flame 
Take 
the flame away and the charring 
ceases. A ball of the — substance, 
dropped on the floor, bounces better 
than a golf ball. 

The new glass will absorb any 
kind of dye, Delicate vegetable 
dyes can be.used to color it. It can 
be made into imitation meerchaum 
pipes and cigar holders, and_ into 
fancy umbrella handles or door knobs. 


| It can be used in many instances in 


place of rubber or vuleanite. 

Still more important, it will be suit- 
able to substitute for mineral glass 
as the material of automobile wind- 
shields, and to replace celluloid in side 
curtains, with increased safety. 

The “organic” glass transmits the 
ultra-violet ray, and therefore,  un- 


, like mineral glass, can be used as a 


shelter for patients requiring sun 
treatment. It is far better than. min- 
eral glass for greenhouses. One form 
of it is liquid, flowing slowly like 
thick honey. This opens up another 
wide range of possibilities. 

Vredenburg looks at the substance 
from the standpoint of the woman of 
fashion, and becomes more and more 
enthusiastic. The plague of a wo- 
man’s life is a beaded dress, The 
beads must be sewn on. If one knot 
in a thread breaks, the whole string 
of beads probably falls off. 

Vredenburg and his associates have 
perfected machinery to manufacture 
all kinds of dress material permanent- 
of this new 
“organic” glass. 

The beads are made a part of the 
cloth. They can't drop off, And if 
one bead is torn loose, no others are 
affected. They are lustrous, and 
glow beautifully when held up to a 
light. 

Still not content, Vredenburg — has 
worked out another device with 
which a thread of any color or mater- 
jal may be studded with tiny beads. 
The threads can then be woven direct- 
ly into the dress material. 

A little more experimenting, and 
the gown of practically all glass may 
be forthcoming to herald a new era 
in women’s clothes,

Irom 
the third day until two weeks old the 
chicks are fed the following ration 
every two. hours each day: equal 


free from oat hulls. To this is added 
a small quantity of chick grit and 
cod liver oil. A little fine cracked 
wheat is fed in the litter morning 
and evening. Buttermilk is before 
the chicks all the time, and green- 
feed is fed once a day. 

When the chicks are two weeks 
old the following ration is used: a 
prepared chick scratch feed and a 
chick mash composed of the follow- 
ing: Bran, 100 Ibs, shorts, 100 Ibs, 
oat chop free from hulls, 100 Ibs, 
corn meal 50 Ibs; beef scraps 20 Ibs; 
bone meal 20lbs, charcoal 5lbs, cod 
liver oil 1 pint per 100 lbs of mash. 
This mash is kept in the hopper be- 
fore the chicks all the time and the 
scratch feed is fed morning and even- 
ing, 

Buttermilk is used as a drink at all 
times.

Disease Among The 
Hungarian pomeceal te 


Disquieting news for Alberta sports- 
men was contained in an announce- 
ment made by Dr. R. A. Rooney, pres- 
ident, at a meeting of the Edimonton 
branch of the Alberta Fish and Game 
Protective league held in the Mac- 
donald hotel on Thursday night. 

Hungarian partridge, hitherto im- 
mune, are infected with grouse dis- 
ease, according to Professor Rowan, 
of the University of Alberta, who car- 
ried out an examination on three of 
these birds recently sent him by the 
superintendent of the buffalo park at 
Wainwright. 

Though the birds were shipped 
alive, one died on the train and an- 
other on the night it arrived at the 
university laboratory. 

Professor Rowan made an examin- 
ation of the surviving bird, and defin- 
itely established that it had caught 
the disease. All three of the birds 
were only one-third of (heir normal 
weight. Grouse disease -is an epi- 
demic which affects the birds in cy- 
cles in the same manner as the recur: 
rent rabbit plague, and this explains 
why partridge coveys have been small- 
er this year than at any time since 
the birds found a footing in the pro- 
vinee.—Journal.

FEED THE COW 
FOR RESULTS 


(By J. H. Cook) 

I had the pleasure of being at a 
meeting the other night, where there 
was a debate on “Resolved that the 
strictly dairy cow is a more _ profit- 
able. animal than the dual purpose 
kind.” - 

The affirmative won, Now, while 
my convictions are with the affirma- 
tive, I realize that under certain cir- 
cumstances, the strictly dairy cow 
may be out of place. 

It should be remembered that the 
strictly dairy cow is a more highly 
developed animal, and her machinery 
demands more food and of a little 
different composition to that of the 
dual purpose one, She is more at the 
mercy of her attendant than the dual 
purpose cow. She has been develop- 
ed to sacrifice from her body to give 
it in milk {f she is not properly fed. 
Now, in too many instances such is 
the case, and in extreme cases a 
dead cow is the result, when if the 
dual purpose cow had the same care 
and feed, she would look after her 
body and not leave it to the mercy 
of her lord and master, 

I am sorry to say that there are 
too many dairy cows developed be- 
yond the capacity of their owners to 
feed and care for them, or perhaps it 
would be more correct to say there 
are too many farmers that have cows 
away beyond their capacity to feed 
and care for. : 

I think the rising generation should 
be taught more of animal nutrition 
and the composition of foods in the 
public school, and then it will not be 
so difficult to convince them of the 
necessity of balanced rations, both 
for the human and the bovine kinds, 
as it is to convince some of the pre- 
sent generation. 

“We hear the expression so often 
“Well, they get all they can eat.” 
That may be so, and yet they 
fed. They may get the food that 
will supply heat to the body and they 
may get the food to supply the milk 
sugar and fat in the milk, and yet 
not be fed to produce the casein in 
the milk, and if it lacks the protein 
to supply the casein in the milk, 
there is just that much less milk pro- 
duced. Nature demands that each 
Individual cow give milk of a certain 
composition, and it is the feeder’s 
job to supply the food that will meet 
the requirements. 

Now, the better the feeder under- 
stands these demands the better pre- 
pared he is to keep highly developed 
cows and make a success of it. 

TI have heard men say: “Oh, I wish 
I had about ten of those cows that 
give 1000 pounds of butterfat a year.” 
Now, what would they do with them? 
They have cows, of perhaps 300 Ibs 
capacity, and they feed them to get 
200 Ibs. 

Milk is not made out of cows, it is 
made out of feed, 
what some think, or apparently think. 
The cow Is the medium through which 
the milk is made, There is no doubt 
about the place the specialized dairy 
cow holds in the land. 

On large farms, where help is not 
available for milking, and feed is not 
utilized, there is a place for the dual 
purpose cow, or even for the beef ani- 
mal, 

Get better producing animals by 
all means, but do not get a 1000 Ib. 
cow before you know how to feed a 
300 Ib. cow, 

Well, | enjoyed the debate immense- 
ly, and as it suggested this article, T 
hope it may do some good to every: 
one who reads. it.
